Sirica. 
The contents of the President's 
letter to Sirica were not made public 
immediately. 
Ervin read his letter from Nixon 
at the start of today’s committee 
hearing. 
Then Sen. Howard H. Baker of 
Tennessee, 
the 
Republican vice 


chairman of the committee, moved 
to instruct Chief Committee Counsel 
Samuel Dash to take to court the 
President’s decision to decline to 
honor the subpoenas. 
Rather than go into closed session, 
Baker said, the vote should be held 
in public. It was, and Baker's 
motion carried unanimously with 
only one member. Sen. Herman E. 
Talmadge, 
D-Ga., 
absent. 


Talmadge. 
at 
another , hearing, 
telephoned 
the 
Watergate 
com­ 
mittee and said he approved the 
resolution, making the vote 7 to 0. 
Nixon said he could not furnish the 
tapes of conversations with John W. 
Dean III. his former counsel who 
charged in five days of testimony 
that 
the 
President 
revealed 
in 
conversations with him on Sept. 15. 
1972 and in March, 1973, that Nixon

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen. 
Lowell P. Weicker Jr., R-Conn., 
today 
contended that President 
Nixon “ made no move” to fire L. 
Patrick Gray III as acting FB I 
director upon learning that Gray 
had destroyed documents bearing on 
the scandal. 
Weicker said at the nationally 
televised Senate Watergate hearings 
that he himself had virtually forced 
his old friend Gray to step down by 
leaking 
the 
story 
about 
the 
documents to reporters last April as 
soon as he learned it —some 10 days 
after Nixon found out. 
“ I made sure that the story was 
laid out in front of the public as soon 
as I got it ... ” Weicker said. “ It 
wasn’t something that could be with­ 
held from the American public. 
These were facts. They were known. 
All that remained was how they 
were going to be told ” 
“ But certainly in no-wise did it 
ever occur to me was this something 
that could be left unattended to, that 
he could remain as acting director 
of the F B I,” Weicker said. 
Gray stepped down April 27, the 
day after published reports that he 
had destroyed “ political dynamite” 
documents that had been found in 
the White House safe of Watergate 
conspirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. 
three days after the June 17, 1972, 
bugging 
arrests 
at 
Democratic 
headquarters. 
Weicker exploded after John D. 
Ehrlichman 
—who 
has 
denied 
allegations that he ordered the 
destruction of the documents — 
testified that Nixon learned about 
the incident April 15 and had simply 
directed that a “ report” be made on 
it 
by 
officials 
at 
the 
Justice 
Department. 


Hunching forward in his chair, 
Weicker demanded to know why 
Ehrlichman 
and 
the 
President 
“ made no move to either get Pat 
Gray relieved of his duties as 
director of the FB I or give the 
information to the American people 
about what he had done.” 


“ Well, senator, I can’t agree with 
your assertion that he made no 
move,” 
Ehrlichman 
said 
“ He 
immediately 
informed 
those 
responsible 
for 
this 
entire 
investigation ... this is a very 
complex investigation with a lot of 
aspects to it and with real problems 
about the rights of individuals and 
various kinds of legal overtones.” 


“ Certainly the President felt, I 
know he felt, that this had to be done 
in an orderly fashion by the law 
enforcement 
people 
who 
were 
responsible for the prosecution of 
the case ” 


“ As it turned out it was well that 
he did ... 1 think that in hindsight 
—while it may sound very self- 
serving for me to say so —the 
President took precisely the right 
step.”

Para-sailing may become 
new fad in Lompoc

At age nine Johnny Mahler is a 
pioneer in Lompoc. That’s what his 
father says. 
“ He’s the first to go up in Lompoc. 
At least, he was the first to go up in 
mine and 1 don’t know anyone else in 
Lompoc that has one,” Ernest 
Mahler, 3422 Via Barba, said. 
Up is at the end of a parachute 
connected to a tow line anchored to 
something 
on 
the 
ground. The 
parachute is specially designed and 
manufactured and is called a para- 
sail. 
Although para-sails are made to 
be towed in back of a boat or a dune- 
buggy, it can be enjoyed wherever 
one finds a heavy enough wind to 
billow the parachute, which is 25 
feet in diameter, one foot wider than 
a sports parachute. 
Mahler recently purchased his 
$417 Pioneer Para-sail (made by 
Pioneer Systems Incorporated of 
Connecticut) to tow on a boat he has 
yet to buy. He says para-sail rides, 


like 
carnival 
rides, 
are 
sold 
eommerically in Mexico and in the 
Bahamas 
where 
he 
was 
first 
introduced to para-sailing in 1966 
Para-sails are designed with flaps 
and slots to give lift. This parachute, 
in other words, goes up besides 
down. 
How high a rider goes depends on 
how much tow lines there is. Mahler 
has been up 200 feet in his para-sail. 
He has seen others go up as high as 
500 and 600 feet. 
No matter how high one is in a 
para-sail the descent is no more 
hazardous than falling off a chair or 
jumping into a swimming pool, 
according to Mahler. A rider can 
descend with the tow line connected 
to the para-sail or he can descend 
free, it doesn t matter. 


“ It’s not like kite-sailing or hang- 
gliding. Kite-sailing is dangerous 
because it works on an airplane 
principle. You can lose your lift and 
crash Para-sailing is an answer to 
this, a safe way to get up, he said

Immediately, they attracted a group 
of young boys standing in the middle 
of a nothing-to-do-summer. They 
wanted rides and got them 
The next time a good wind is up in 
Lompoc and Mahler brings out his 
para-sail there is a long list of 
youthful, 
eager 
riders. 
Maybe 
pioneer Johnny will have to wait a 
little longer between rides. 
“ Hey, I ’m number seven!” 
“ Hey, I ’m number eight!” They 
called as Mahler and son left. 
But 
that’s 
what 
happens 
to 
pioneers. They do something a little 
out of the ordinary, they take the 
chance and do it first and then 
everybody wants to get into the act

force President Nixon to turn over

conversations related to Watergate 
Cox’s action before Chief U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica came 
after Nixon refused to comply with a 
subpoena by Cox for the tapes. 
Nixon 
refused 
to comply 
with 
similar subpoenas from the Senate 
Watergate Committee. 
At Cox’s request, Sirica signed a 
show cause order directing the 
Nixon administration to indicate 
why the tapes should not be turned 
over Cox said he was acting on 
orders of the Watergate grand jury, 


which was polled in the courtroom 
by Sirica. 
“ Evidence 
in 
our 
possession 
indicates these conversations are 
highly material to the grand jury 
investigation, ” 
Cox 
told 
Sirica. 
“ This is because they either involve 
persons who participated in alleged 
conspiracy to obstruct justice (the 
Watergate 
cover-up) 
or 
other 
criminal acts—to whit, perjury."’ 
Nixon did turn over to the grand 
jury several memoranda requested 
under a second subpoena But on the 
question of the tapes Nixon said 
“ I have concluded that it would be 
inconsistent with the public interest 
and with the constitutional position 
of the presidency to make available 


to a court fight which will probably 
reach the Supreme Court 
Some 
legal experts have predicted the 
issue could be settled within two to 
three months. 


After admonishing the crowd in 
the packed Senate Caucus Room not 
to demonstrate its emotions, Ervin 
read the President’s letter. 


Then he said: 
“ I’d just like to say I think the 
President could comply with the 
request of the committee in both of 
these respects and the Constitution 
wouldn't collapse and the havens 
wouldn't fall 
A former Nixon aide. John D. 
Ehrlichman. the only scheduled 
witness 
for

hearing, sat stony faced as Ervin 
and

discussed the issue.

A landmark legal battle over the 
proposed Highway 1 bypass east of 
Lompoc began to unfold yesterday 
in the courtroom of Superior Court

with 
opponents ranged on either side of a 
hot environmental question. 
Attorneys 
for 
the 
state 
department of transportation will 
try to prove that the five miles- plus 
segment of freeway was planned 
beginning 
in 
1962; 
that 
it 
is 
essential; 
that 
the 
community 
wants the project; and that the 
project satisfies the dictates of 
environmental law 
Opponents will try to convince the 
judge that the bypass project is part 
and parcel of a massive coastline 
extension of Highway 1; that the 
project will harm the environment 
and pose a threat to the scenic 
designation of much of Highway 1; 
that the construction costs are 
prohibitive; and that the project 
does not comply with environmental 
law — the latter contention because 
no detailed environmental impact 
statement has yet been presented. 
Attorneys 
say 
some 
of 
the 
environmental 
issues 
are 
being 
raised for the first time anywhere. 
The landmark case began this 
way: 
In 
1972 the 
state 
began 
condemnation proceedings against 
property owned by Joseph J. Bosio 
and Pierre Gherim — property the 
state wanted for freeway right of 
way. 
Gherim is an attorney and owns 
land near the north end of the 
bypass, near Mission Hills. In the 
legal maneuvering Gherim and his 
son. John Gherim. also an attorney, 
raised 
the 
question 
of 
environmental law. because in their 
view the condemnation was for land 
to bear a freeway. 
The question was whether the 
issue of environment could be raised 
at condemnation proceedings under 
laws of eminent domain and the 
judge said it could not. At the same 
time he told the Gherims they could 
file a cross complaint on the 
question of environment. 
On July 
18, Judge Floyd C 
Dodson, presiding judge of Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Superior Court 
reportedly ordered the State versus 
Bosio and Gherim counter suit on 
environment 
combined 
with 
a 
lawsuit filed by Lompoc Attorney 
Bruce Sharpe on behalf of PLUS, 
Preserve 
Lompoc’s 
Unique 
Surroundings, and the Homeowners 
Security Alliance 
Yesterday Judge Smith huddled 
with attorneys in chambers for 
more than an hour to lay down the 
ground rules; and then from the 
bench announced that he would hear 
testimony and rule on whether the 
bypass 
project 
complied 
with 
environmental 
laws, 
whether 
a 
fullscale 
environmental 
impact 
statement must be written and on a 
series of other relevant questions. 
Not the least of the latter being 
whether the state, as it maintains, 
has pursued the bypass project with

whether as the

Senate action may bring 
Congress pay raises 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It started as 
a hard freeze on pay raises for Congress, 
the Cabinet, and the Judiciary. 
But by the time the Senate finished 
putting the heat on it, the freeze had 
thawed and almost melted away. 
Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., started 
an 
afternoon-long 
merry-go-round 
Wednesday when he proposed a no-raise 
policy as an amendment to a campaign 
reform bill. 
Nine votes later, the Senate, on behalf 
of itself, the House, the Cabinet, and the 
Judiciary decided a raise was all right 
as long as it did not exceed wage 
guidelines while wage-price controls are 
in effect. 
On a 49-43 vote, the Senate adopted a 


sense of the Congress resolution and put 
itself on record in opposition to any pay 
increase exceeding the cost-of-living rise 
since the last raise in 1969, which put the 
salaries of Congressmen at $42,500 a 
year. 
At first, it appeared that the Allen 
amendment was headed for victory until 
Sen. John O. Pastore, D-R.I., offered a 
rider which would have prevented those 
under the Allen proposal from accepting 
any speaking or writing honorariums. 
Pastore apparently offered the rider 
more in jest than in earnest and said he 
would withdraw it. But Sen. Barry M. 
Gold water said no. 
When the vote was over, the Pastore 
rider was aboard, 56-37.

You can tell that when you ask him about the 
gold belt buckle he wears, the one which says, “Joe 
Alexander, world champion bareback bronc rider.” 
“ Y es,” he says, glancing down at the buckle, “ it 


means a lot to me. I think it wholesales for $500 or some­ 
thing like that, but the competition 1 got it for is open to 
the whole world.” 
What Joe Alexander leaves unsaid is that he’s the best 
in the world at what he does, and once you see him in 
action you understand why. 
Alexander has his own style, which is usually the mark 
of a champ. 
Most bareback bronc riders lean backwards when 
they're trying to stay up for the necessary eight seconds, 
but Alexander sits right up on the rigging. 
He looks in complete command. He’s human, though. 
He can be frightened by a horse the .same way you can, 
and he rem em bers a tim e he was during a rodeo in 
Ellensburg, Wash 
“ I hung up on a horse and couldn’t get my hand outta 
the rig,” he said. “ I was scared. The only thing 1 could 
think of was getting loose But 1 couldn’t They took me 
to the hospital 1 had a concussion and was kinda goofy 
there for awhile, but 1 don’t call that anything serious. 
There were no broken bones.” 
Joe* Alexander is one of the few rodeo competitors with 
a college diploma He got his from the University of 
Wyoming 
The toughest part about rixleo work as far as he’s 
concerned is the traveling and the physical strain that 
comes from trying to stay on bareback broncs. 
Joe Alexander is only 5-foot-6 and checks in at 155, but 
anybody who would argue he isn’t really a professional 
athlete would Ix* dead wrong

It used to be that you lugged an old dome-topped alumi­ 
num trailer out into the wilds and roughed it all by yourselt 
but today's rec-vee owners are more demanding oi luxury 
and less concerned with privacy 


Trailer camps cover the country and even with their .spec­ 
tacular increase, ree-vec owners' are often crushed to find 
that all available water, sewer and electrical hook-ups are 
rented when they wobble into a camp after dark 


Some relief from this problem was obtained last year 
when a new computerized camping .system was installed m 
the National F’ark Service. Hertz. Ftamada Inn and American 
Express initiated the dial-a-eampsite system in Yellowstone 
and Grand Teton parks in Wyoming; Yosemite in ('alitornia.

The Stardust Hotel in Las Vegas otters 200 campsites with 
a swimming pool, bathhouse and laundry room 
It doesn t 
have Its own casino yet but the facility is so popular that 
700.(KK) campers have used it since January There is now a 
three-day parking limit 


Hut a limitation ot parking time doesn t cramp the style ot 
the average rec-vee owner one whit Mobility is the whole 
jxiint Few campers park for longer than overnight One re­ 
tired man told Time .Magazine that he and his wife were 
planning to camp in different sites for 52 weeks until they 
decided on a place to live 


This new recreational trend makes America seem like a 
giant ant hill that has just been stirred with a stick Kverv- 
one is on the move .And curiously, the rec-vee owners show 
very little American pioneer spirit when venturing into the 
unknown. 


There is little evidence that this herd of suburban expa­ 
triates can endure the rustic byways it deprived too long of 
their comforts A certain tension sets in if a family finds it- 
.selt stranded more than 20 minutes away from room service. 


And so the motor home, the camper van. the ree-vee has 
evolved as a monstrous joke on the American tradition ot 
carving out the wilderness and establishing a new frontier 


.Motor homes are a piece of suburbia bound in chrome on 
SIX wheels. They are air conditioned and heated; stereophon­ 
ic sound and crank-up TV antennae are optional There are 
electric lights for the night-time and plastic bubble skylights 
for the day Rubber foam mattresses and TV lounger chairs 
are upholstered in color-coordinated Scotch-guarded fabrics. 


The kitchen is equipped with oven, stove, fridge-treezer. 
and a sink with hot and cold running water There is a bath­ 
room with a shower, basin, and flush toilet 


The floors are covered with marbleized vinyl, partially 
laid with shag carpeting Instruction books provide advice to 
the mobile homemaker on how to mop. wax and shampoo 
them Electrical outlets ensure that she will not be deprived 
ot her electric broom and buffer, her television tor soap op­ 
eras or the trusty toaster 


To form some touchstone of permanence, the owners ot 
these rec-vees. obviously unnerved by all this freedom, hand 
together across state lines in clubs that are based on the 
brand of motor home they purchased. Financed partly by the 
manufacturers, they often travel in highway caravans to a 
specified campsite tor rallies or 
“jamborees 
that are 
planned by their elected ■wagonmasler ’ 


The International Fan Trailer Club's July 1970 rally was 
called • Christmas in July 
The members met together lor 
fellowship, comforted that their mobile split-level homes on 
wheels were once again settled into some semblance ot the 
neighborh(M)d living from which they sought to escape. They 
decorated their trailers with Christmas lights and sat around 
the campfire, batting mosquitoes and singing yuletide carols. 
The only thing missing was the PTA and the Little League. 


Americans have abandoned the work ethic, as anyone who 
has ever tried to have a television set repaired knovvs And it 
looks as though they have a long way to go before they pol­ 
ish up the new-found play ethic.

The lob IS a groundstroke 
in which the ball is hit up into 
the air, the object being to lift 
the ball over the opponents 
head It is hit with the same 
grip and foot work as the 
backhand

order to loft the ball over the 
net man. the racket face must 
be open The backswing is 
the same, but the tilt of the 
racket and the follow-through

There are two kinds of lobs 
— the defensive and the of­ 
fensive The former is used to 
get the player out of trouble 
The ball is sent high into the 
air well Out of the reach of the 
net man, and it lands in the 
area ot the baseline 


The key is height and 
depth The ball should be hit 
either flat or with backspin 
Where backspm Is used, the 
racket face is open and the 
motion of arm and racket is 
forward but only slightly up­ 
ward When the ball is hit flat 
(or with slight overspin), the 
racket face is almost com ­ 
pletely open and the motion 
is almost straight in the air 


The offensive lob is de­ 
signed to catch the opponent 
off balance Its basis is dis­ 
guise for, if the opponent 
sees It coming, he only needs 
to take a few steps backward 
and smash the ball away The 
shot IS not as high as the 
defensive lob it clears the 
extended racket of the net 
man by a safe margin but it is 
not a sky-ball 


The racket face is half 
open — at about a 45 degree 
angle — and the racket trav­ 
els upward at about a 45 
degree angle also The trajec­ 
tory should just clear the net 
man s jump reach,'land deep 
in his court and bounce for­ 
ward from the topspm

♦ An offensive lob is use­ 
less unless It IS disguised 
♦ When in trouble, the 
defensive lob is the safest 
shot.

The paper crunch 


Now we know how the service station 
operator felt when his distributor told him 
that his gasoline supply would be alloted. 
The Lompoc Record was informed this 
week 
that 
the 
normal 
newsprint 
requirements of the Record would be cut 
between 10 and 40 per cent in our next 
shipment and subsequent shipments. 
This 
newspaper, 
along 
with 
many 
others, is caught in the paper crunch. 
However, the immediacy of the shortage 
was not predicted and could not have been 
predicted. The major newsprint supplier 
to the Record is also the victim of the 
crunch — the labor crunch. Their main 
producing mill has been struck for several 
weeks and a settlement is not predicted 
for the near future. This labor situation 
has brought the paper shortage to reality 
far faster than this newspaper anticipated. 
The short ration of the vital newsprint to 
the Record has forced the Record to take 
drastic actions in order to preserve, as 
much 
as possible, 
the editorial 
and 
advertising content of the publication. We 
do 
not 
relish 
making these changes 
anymore than we are sure the reader will, 
but it is a crisis that must be faced. 


Here are some basic facts concerning 
the seriousness of the paper shortage: 
Newsprint consumption is estimated to 
rise 37 per cent from 1970 through 1980 due 
to newspaper advertising demands and 
fuller 
f ul l f i l l ment 
of 
edi t ori al 
responsibility. 
Except 
for 
one 
new 
machine 
for 
reconstituted 
newsprint 
production 
facilities south of the Canadian border in 
the next few years. And up where most of 


U.S. newsprint supplies originate — in 
Canada 
— 
there 
is 
very 
little 
idle 
equipment. Production in Canada is up 7.3 
per cent while U.S. production is up only .9 
percent. 
A total of 17 paper machines have shut 
down in the past two years along with 
entire 
mills 
due 
to 
the 
tremendous 
pollution abatement expenditures ordered, 
making 
their 
products 
no 
longer 
economical to produce with newer mill 
equipment. 
There is not one new paper machine on 
order in this country and it takes two years 
to build a machine and put it in operation. 
It takes a full year to a year-and-a-half just 
to convert and refurbish one. 
The newspaper industry will not be the 
only industry forced to make adjustments 
in light of a paper shortage. Just recently 
the County of Los Angeles received only 
one single bid for paper supplies for the 
coming year. Our own city government is 
experiencing problems in ordering paper 
supplies. 
In light of this crisis, the Record was 
forced to act immediately. Our newsprint 
inventory was extremely low due to the 
lack of newsprint storage facilities in the 
temporary 
quarters 
we 
have 
been 
occupying for the past two years. We face 
the inevitable fact that the quality and 
quantity of the newspaper we now produce 
is governed by the amount of newsprint 
that can be acquired. 
We intend to 
maintain the quailty to the best of our 
ability under these trying circumstances. 
We ask for our reader’s forbearance and 
indulgence.

Presidential tapes 


Concerning the presidential tapes, 
a few observations: 
1) Should President Nixon have 
taped his conversations in the Oval 
Office9 Some will say that is a point 
of purely academic interest at this 
juncture in the investigation of 
W atergate. Others will say it is 
more than that, that Nixon’s having 
taped these conversations is one 
more ray of light into the dark 
neurons of the presidential mind, 
increasing the public understanding 
of the dragon who sits in the White 
House. 
It being so much the habit of his 
detractors to assume that modern 
sin is Nixon's invention, it became 
of 
c o u r s e 
i n t e r e s t i n g 
to 
inquire 
w hether 
other 
Presidents 
had taped some of 
their conversations, 
and the word came 
in at disconcerting 
speed from several 
quarters 
that 
the 
answer is yes, other 
P re sid e n ts 
have 
t a p e d 
t h e i r 
conversations. 
FDR, for instance, 
LBJ as one would 
expect, and — JFK. 
JFK? 
Arthur M. Schlesinger J r.,” the 
historian 
and 
a 
Kennedy 
aide, 
reports 
the 
New 
York 
Times, 
“ described 
the 
idea 
of 
secret 
recordings 
during 
the 
Kennedy 
A dm inistration 
as 
absolutely 
inconceivable.’ It was not the sort 
of thing Kennedy would have done 
Dr. Schlesinger told United Press 
International, T he kind of people in 
the White House then would not have 
thought of doing something like 
that.’ ” 
One 
can 
only 
imagine 
how 
Professor Schlesinger would have 
dealt with say, Professor Arthur 
Burns, back at Columbia after his 
s e r v i c e s 
to 
t h e 
N i x o n 
Administration, had he said that it 
was “ absolutely inconceivable” that 
the men around Nixon could have 


plotted W atergate. The fact of the 
m atter is that there are 68 tapes in 
the Kennedy Library of presidential 
conversations, and when they are 
made public, I am going to line up 
and listen to what Arthur said to 
Jack during the Bay of Pigs. 
2) Now this does not of course 
mean that Presidents should tape 
conversations 
secretly. 
It 
says 
merely that non-Nixons have done 
it, including the two Presidents who 
have inspired Professor Schlesinger 
since he was a child, for whom he 
continues his child-like reverence. 
The pressing point, pending a 
consolidation of the ethical position 
on presidential taping, is whether 
Nixon should release the tapes to the 
Senate Committee, or if not to the 
Co mmi t t e e , 
to 
a 
panel 
of 
distinguished citizens who would 
report to the Committee on whether 
these 
tapes 
corroborated 
John 
Dean’s story of the implication of 
Nixon in the cover-up, or whether 
they 
corroborate 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
insistence on his innocence. 
The New York Tim es’ editorial on 
the subject is direct. “ Why this 
evidence cam e to exist, the dubious 
legality 
or 
propriety 
of 
its 
collection, why its existence was not 
made known long ago — these are 


questions to be considered; but the 
essential point now is to have the 
evidence 
produced 
and 
m ade 
available to the public.” 
This position is 
in refreshing 
contrast 
to the enthusiasm 
the 
Times editorial board has shown 
over 
the 
past 
decade 
for 
the 
decisions of the 
W arren Court, 
notoriously Mapp vs. Ohio (1961) , 
which 
ruled 
t h a t 
evi de nc e 
improperly gathered against the 
accused cannot be used against him. 
In a m asterstroke of irony, the 
question concerning the legality of 
Nr. Nixon’s 
tapes bears most 
directly on the question of the guilt 
or innocence not of someone else — 
but of Mr. Nixon himself. 
One supposes that if the tapes 
showed that John Dean was flatly 
lying, they could have Dean up on 
yet one more count, on top of the 
several dozen counts he has alreadv 
in effect pleaded guilty to. But Mr. 
Nixon, though he has denounced the 
Mapp ruling, would hardly plead 
Mapp in behalf of himself. He pleads 
instead Executive Privilege. And 
more and more the question, as it 
shapes up in the public mind, is. Is 
there an Executive Privilege to 
s u r v i v e 
any 
C o n g r e s s i o n a l 
in v estig atio n 
into 
E xecu tiv e 
behavior?

Way back, we rem em ber the gas 
hissing out of the canisters when 
they drove the bonus veterans out 
from Hooverville on Pennsylvania 
Avenue, and a soldier had to come 
up and lead us down from the second 
floor of a half-demolished skeleton 
structure, because we were blinded. 
We can rem em ber (or think we 
can) when Albert Fail cam e in to 
the m arble Caucus Room of the 
Senate in the Teapot Dome scandal, 
all shrunken and collapsed; the 
formerly arrogant Secretary of the 
Interior who scorned the Walsh 
com m ittee the first tim e he came. 
We can rem ember Borah standing 
in front of the lion house at the zoo 
one fall day and how leonine he 
looked (like John L. Lewis), and we 
gave him a lift in our Model T. 
Wry things, too: Calvin Coolidge 
with an Indian headdress on; any 
speech in the Senate by J. Ham 
Lewis; the circus midget climbing 
into 
the 
inadequate 
lap 
of 
J. 
Pierpont Morgan as a publicity 
stunt, and he thinking it was a little 
girl. 
Yes, and recently, LBJ. What a 
character he was! — as indigenous a 
folk figure as little foxterrier Harry 
Truman; how we interviewed him 
one tim e when he was majority 
leader, and he said nobody was 
going to treat him like a child-in- 
arm s! And by golly, in an instant he 
was bounding out of his chair behind 
his enornous desk in a palatial room 
that looked like the Sistine Chapel 
with floating nymphs painted on the 
ceiling; bounding out of the chair 
and striding up and down the carpet 
with arm s bent, indignantly rocking 
an imaginary baby. 
The pay in Washington ain’t much, 
but the show’s swell. After a while, 
though, 
things begin to repeat. 
Jam es McCartney writing in the 
current 
Columbia 
Journalism 
Review wonders how the press let 
the White House story on W atergate

here is the 
comment of a great reporter, the 
late Thomas L. Stokes (“Chip Off 
My Shoulder” ) looking back at the 
time he served in the White House 
press room: “The irony of it all to

sat, all the time, at the outer gate,

to 
speak, 
and 
had 
known 
nothing.“ W atergate? — no; Teapot 
Dome of course. McCartney and 
Stokes agree that for the ordinary 
reporter, the worst place to find out 
the scandals of an Administration is 
in the White House press room: “ the 
world 
of 
Ronald 
Ziegler,” 
as 
McCartney puts it, “ of the handout, 
the announcement, the statem ent, 
the official view,” 
Things repeat themselves in other 
ways. The Supreme Court has just 
taken another crack, 5 to 4, at 
deciding 
w hat’s 
“ obscenity” , 


already causing a Virginia sheriff to 
discover that the girls in Playboy 
aren’t clothed, and opening up a 
p r o b a b l e * 
n e w 
c h a o s 
of 
“ c o n t e m p o r a r y 
c o m m u n i t y 
sstandards.” Dear me, we’ve seen it 
all before; who’s this grim figure 
stalking about the Senate, offering 
to show lascivious foreign imports, 
and asking permission to read aloud 
to his colleagues, in secret session, 
excerpts from the new novel by 
D.H. Lawrence, Lady Chatterley’s 
Lover? 
Why 
tall, 
dignified, 
humorless Reed Smoot, to be sure, 
demanding 
to 
save 
the 
public 
morals and inspiring my favorite of 
all editorial captions, “ Smite Snut, 
Sm mot!” 
Here’s another issue coming up 
now, so repetitive that I have a file 
on it, “ Executive privilege.” Yes, 
the Constitution would practically 
fall apart if President Nixon invited 
a Senate Committee to the White 
House to tell what he knows about 
W atergate, let alone if he went 
himself to Congress to testify under 
oath. 
Well Old Abe didn’t talk much 
about executive privilege. They set 
up a com m ittee to watch him in 1861 
a group of suspicious, hate-ridden 
s u p e r - p a t r i o t s 
( “ R a d i c a l 
Republicans” they called them ) — 
the Joint Committee on the Conduct 
of the War. They felt they knew how 
to run the war better than he did. 
But he didn’t appeal to separation of 
powers. 
There was talk of his 
impeachment. 
He didn’t retreat 
inside the White House. 
One 
tim e, 
according 
to Carl 
Sandburg’s 
“ Lincoln: 
The 
War 
Y ears” (-vol. 2) the com m ittee met 
in secret session to consider Mrs. 
Lincoln’s loyalty. Suddenly, as they 
sat, the orderly cam e in with “ a 
half-frightened 
expression” 
and, 


before he could speak, there at the 
foot 
of 
the 
comm ittee 
table 
“ standing solitary, his hat in his 
hand, his form towering, Abraham 
Lincoln stood.” Sandburg says that 
Lincoln cam e voluntarily, took oath 
of family loyalty, and departed. 
The story may be apocryphal but 
there’s not question that Lincoln 
met with the committee many 
times. In “ Lincoln Day by Day” an 
authoratative 
chronology, 
issued 
here in 1960, the President is shown 
to have conferred personally with 
the com m ittee 10 time-, 1861-64. He 
didn’t 
fear 
loss 
of 
dignity 
or 
constitutional collapse by dealing 
directly 
with 
a 
comm ittee 
of 
Congress. 
That’s the difference between 
then and now; it’s what we’ve been 
mulling over in these pre-vacation 
m usings. 
The 
new 
tone 
is 
monarchial; 
it varies from the 
bizarre to the beserk. At one minute 
it’s the light-opera uniforms the 
President proposed for his White 
House palace guard. At the next it’s 
the sinister suggestion that the 
people are “children” and that 
critics are subversive. 


A 
sympathetic 
White 
House 
witness, under oath, quotes the 
President’s dismay at discovering 
what 
practically 
everyone 
else 
already knew: “ I have racked my 
brain. I have searched my mind 
Were there any clues I should have 
seen that should have tipped me 
off?” Well, the answer is, Yes. 
Furtherm ore, for the first time in 
history 
w e’ve 
had 
a 
quasi- 
conspiracy to grab an election And 
for the first time in history we’ve 
had burglars on the White House 
payroll...We trust the President’s 
new economic policy will be more 
successful than all this.

Both the situations 
abated by the city involved junk 
cars; while of the three pending, one 
involves a junk car, one weeds and 
one erosion. The latter is located in 
the southeast corner of the city. 
Since the current campaign began 
about a year and a half ago, 
according to Cruse, property owners 
have voluntarily disposed of more 
than 100 junk cars that had formerly 
festooned yards and streets, alleys 
and sheds visible from streets.

quadrants, if 1 understand the plan 
and go house-to-house in search, 
particularly 
for junk cars,

genuinely interested in correcting 
maintenance problems that offend 
the public or which violate the law.
